‘Sky palace' 
design work 
cost $173400 


Plan killed. Penthouse 
suite never built, but 
design costs added up 


Taxpayers were billed $150,000 
just for design concepts on a 
planned penthouse for former 
premier Alison Redford, accord¬ 
ing to documents tabled this 
week in the legislature. 

The total bill for all consult¬ 
ing work on the suite, dubbed 
the “sky palace” by the oppos¬ 
ition and media, was just over 
$173,000. 

The documents were tabled 
Tuesday by former infrastruc¬ 
ture minister Ric Mclver. 

They show that $150,000 
was spent on conceptual de¬ 
sign, related contract docu¬ 
ments, and fittings. 


There was $11,850 for advice 
on how to change the plumb¬ 
ing and air systems. There was 
$7,400 on suggestions on light¬ 
ing and power changes. Archi¬ 
tect fees to co-ordinate the en¬ 
gineering sub-consultants were 
pegged at $3,850. 

The penthouse was to be 
on the 11th floor of the Federal 
Building, a historic structure 
under renovation. 

The project was run by the 
Infrastructure Department, but 
email correspondence released 
in March revealed that starting 
in late 2012, Redford’s office 
became involved and ordered 
changes to the 10th and 11th 
floors. Ultimately, the suite was 
never finished. 

Mclver has said he learned 
of it in Januaiy, just weeks after 
taking over the infrastructure 


portfolio. 

He said some of the framing 
for the suite had already been 
done. He ordered the existing 
framing redone to turn the 
floor into meeting rooms and 
cancelled the premier’s pent¬ 
house. 

There has been confusion 
over who killed the penthouse 
project. Wayne Diysdale, who 
was the infrastructure minister 
at the time, has said he thought 
he cancelled the project in late 
2012. 

Opponents have held up 
the suite as the symbol of the 
excess and entitlement of the 
governing party. Premier Dave 
Hancock admitted Wednesday 
the project went off the rails. 

Redford has refused to com¬ 
ment on the planned pent¬ 
house.

Accused in 
Spruce Grove 
murder escapes 
hospital guard 

Alberta Solicitor Gen¬ 
eral Jonathan Denis has 
launched an investigation 
into how a man accused 
of first-degree murder 
under guard in hospital 
managed to escape. 

Denis says Christopher 
Nagel was free for about 
five hours in Edmonton’s 
University of Alberta 
Hospital. 

He says the 36-year-old 
was able to escape when 
the guard let him go to 
the washroom. 

“His restraints were 
removed at that time 
and he went into the 
washroom alone. A few 
minutes later the officer 
checked the inmate and 
he was gone,” Denis said. 
“There was a second door 
in the washroom and the 
inmate apparently left 
though it.” 

Nagel was later discov¬ 
ered hiding three floors 
up and taken into custody 
without incident. 

He was charged on 
Sunday with first-degree 
murder in the death of 
his wife, Rienna Nagel, 
and now faces a charge of 
escaping lawful custody. 

Rienna Nagel was 
found dead Saturday in 
a home in Spruce Grove, 
just west of Edmonton, 
and her husband was 
taken to hospital at that 
time with unspecified 
injuries. 

Denis apologized for 
the escape. 

“This inmate should 
not have been allowed to 
escape from the correc¬ 
tional officers — period,” 
he said. “This simply 
should not have hap¬ 
pened.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

The city’s campaign to win 
friends for the LRT project 
made at least one enemy of 
a local artist. 

It was only three weeks 
ago when visual artist Lisa 
Supruniulc was notified by a 
friend that her art installa¬ 
tion at the illumiNITE festi¬ 


val in 2013 was featured in 
a photo used on billboards 
and bus shelters as part 
of the city’s yeg4LRT cam¬ 
paign. 

Launched in February, 
the campaign was used to 
lobby for more funds from 
the provincial and federal 
governments for the LRT. 

But Supruniulc, along 
with co-creator Andrew 
Lindsay of the installation, 
were never consulted about 
their work being used in a 
city-wide plea for funding. 

“If they were putting that 
much effort into the cam¬ 
paign, they should support 
local artists too,” she said. 

According to city offi¬ 
cials, a third party made the

city aware of the “potential 
concern” of the artist. 


“We took that concern 
seriously and we took im¬ 
mediate measures to have 
(the photo) removed from 
the website and from the 
poster use in the transit 
shelters,” said Cheryl Ox¬ 
ford, city spokesperson. 

She went on to say the 
city’s “vibrancy” was the 
focus of the photos part of 
the “backdrop” of the over¬ 
all campaign. 

Despite the posters hav¬ 
ing been taken down, Su- 
pruniulc said it would have 
been nice to be recognized. 

“I think if they are going 
to use that to promote Ed¬ 
monton then they should be 
promoting the artists who 
are in the photo,” she said. 
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High-flying speeders a 
growing concern: Chief 

A top issue. Police 
chief suggests demerit 
hit for excessive speed 


Edmonton’s police chief says 
demerit points might be a 
more effective way to combat 
the growing problem of exces¬ 
sive speeding in the city. 

Speaking with media Wed¬ 
nesday, Edmonton police chief 
Rod Knecht called excessive 
speeding one of the city’s top 
police issues. 

With roughly 80 excessive 
speeding tickets written so far 
in 2014, Knecht said the city 
has been dealing with high¬ 
flyers for the last few years, 
handing out 369 tickets in 
2013. 

“We’re picking them up 
almost everyday,” Knecht said. 

At speeds 50 km/h to 100 
km/h over the limit or higher, 
high-flyers are now receiving 
tougher fines in the court sys-

tern. 

“We’ve seen the courts 
taking these seriously, where 
we’ve seen significant fines as 
of late,” Knecht said. “It con¬ 
tinues to be a problem and it’s 
going to continue to be a prob¬ 
lem as the weather warms up.” 

Knecht said he would en¬ 
tertain different penalties to 
put the brakes on city speed 
demons. 

“I think people take de¬ 
merits a little more seriously,” 
he said. “Obviously, demerits 
end up costing you your in¬ 
surance and could cost your 
Licence over time.” 

Other drivers are the ones 
who pay for excessive speeds, 
the chief added, notins it was 


a main concern for Edmonton 
residents in results from a re¬ 
cent police survey. 

“I’ve got family members, 
we’ve all got family members 
and we don’t want to see tra¬ 
gedy just because someone 
wants to see how fast their 
vehicle is going,” Knecht said. 

While the force works to 
deter excessive speeds, overall 
traffic enforcement in the city 
is down thanks to a growing 
number of service calls. 

Last year, EPS only doled 
out 6 per cent of all speeding 
tickets handed out in the city, 
when compared with RCMP 
and photo radar, which stacks 
up to roughly 32,000 tickets.

Social media was abuzz with 
the fate of the Paramount 
Theatre building and Molson 
Brewery in Edmonton on Fri¬ 
day, with many Edmonton¬ 
ians hoping histoiy doesn’t 
repeat itself for the city’s re¬ 
maining heritage buildings. 

According to the city’s 
online list, there are 76 his¬ 
torical buildings scattered 
around the city, and some 
Edmontonians feel they 
should be better preserved 


moving forward. 

“It’s a very sensitive (sub¬ 
ject) and the city needs to see 
what’s important to Edmon¬ 
tonians,” said Chris Buyze, 
president of the Downtown 
Edmonton Community 
League. 

Portions of the Molson 
Breweiy will be protected 
in the proposed new retail 
space, according to city offi¬ 
cials, who say it’s often hard 
to preserve historical prop¬ 


erties when they are private 
developments. 

“The legislation is rela¬ 
tively weak to enable us, 
the municipality, to go in 
and designate against those 
wishes. It has significant im¬ 
plications to us,” said David 
Holdsworth, principal herit¬ 
age planner with the city. 

Moving forward, city offi¬ 
cials say the need to educate 
developers and Edmonton¬ 
ians on the importance of 


historical properties could 
make for a more diversified 
city. 

“Over time we will have 
more layers of history which 
will start to add to all the 
placemaking in making Ed¬ 
monton an even better city,” 
said Holdsworth.

Latest discovery 


Ancient meteorite 
craterfoundin 
southern Alberta 

Scientists have discov¬ 
ered a vast, ancient me¬ 
teorite crater in southern 
Alberta. 

Doug Schmitt, a 
University of Alberta re¬ 
searcher, says some time 
between 50 million and 
70 million years ago, a 
huge chunk of space deb¬ 
ris at least the size of an 
apartment block crashed 
into marshy, subtropical 
plains near what is now 
the hamlet of Bow City. 

It left a hole up to 2 
1/2 kilometres deep and 
eight kilometres wide. 

The blast would have 
been 200 times stronger 
than the most power¬ 
ful nuclear device ever 
detonated, so intense 
that anything alive 
within 200 kilometres 
would have received 
first-degree burns. 

But after eons of 
erosion, so little is left 
of the crater that it had 
to be discovered by ac¬ 
cident, Schmitt said. 

“It’s buried,” he said. 
“There isn’t a lot to see.” 

A geologist was doing 
some routine mapping 
of underground layers a 
few metres beneath the 
surface when he noticed 
something unusual. 

“He noted there was a 
circular kind of disturb¬ 
ance, but it was com¬ 
pletely covered.” 

Schmitt said his lab 
was called in. Using seis¬ 
mic data from industry 
to create a complete 
image of the feature, 
they realized it was most 
likely to be an impact 
crater, complete with a 
central peak where the 
meteorite would have

Dozens of Edmontonians 
came to Churchill Square 
Wednesday to stand with 
hundreds of girls who have 
been kidnapped half a world 
away. 

The Islamist extrem¬ 
ist group Boko Haram has 
kidnapped nearly 300 girls 
in recent weeks and the 
group’s leader has said he 
intendeds to sell them. 

Joseph Adedire, 

president of the Nigerian 
Canadian Association of 
Edmonton, said he helped 
organize Wednesday’s pro¬ 
test, because he wants the 
Canadian government to do 


more. 

“We are trying to rally 
support from the govern¬ 
ment and the community to 
see a solution to this prob¬ 
lem with girls in Nigeria be¬ 
ing abducted,” he said. 

Canada has offered to 
share surveillance equip¬ 
ment with the Nigerian gov¬ 
ernment to help find the 
missing girls, but Adedire 
said there is more Canada 
can do. 

“We’re good at helping 
and finding solutions to 
complex problems,” he said. 

A father of daughters, 
Adedire said he worries 
about what’s happening to 
the young women who only 
wanted an education. 

“It breaks my heart as a 
father and I believe every 
father should grieve over 
this,” he said. 

Florence Gobeil-Dwyer 
joined in the chants to 
“Bring back our girls,” and 
said inaction is not an op-

“We are mothers and 
grandmothers and we can’t 
just sit by and let this hap¬ 
pen without giving voice.”

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Hefty offerings. Province 
cancels pledge to review 
university executive pay 


Alberta’s post-secondary min¬ 
istry has withdrawn a pledge 
from its former top official to 
review hefty contracts for uni¬ 
versity executives. 

In October 2013, then- 
Advanced Education Minister 
Thomas Lukaszulc told Metro 
a review would be launched 
“very shortly” into top-level 
compensation. 

“I firmly believe that 
public-sector employees are 
not in the same ballpark as 
executives of publicly traded 
or privately owned compan¬ 
ies,” Lukaszulc said at the 
time, referring to a claim from 
University of Alberta President 
Indira Samaraselcera that her 
$529,000 annual salary was 
comparable to what she would 
receive in the private sector. 

“If the CEO of Suncor is 
making millions with stock 
options, that doesn’t mean 
individuals of equal calibre 
in the public sector should 
be getting paid the same 
amount.” 

On Monday, Metro re¬ 
ported details of a new, five- 



year deal inked for University 
of Calgary President Elizabeth 
Cannon. All told, she could 
net in excess of $600,000 an¬ 
nually in base, incentive and 
allowance pay and is also guar¬ 
anteed an end-of-term payout 
worth more than $950,000. 

But a statement from Al¬ 
berta Advanced Education 
spokesperson John Muir said 
“our institutions are independ¬ 
ently board governed, and we 
trust they’re making the ap¬ 
propriate decisions for their 
institutions and their own 
situations.... We won’t be pur¬ 
suing a review at this time.”

MLA launches populist 
campaign for PC leader

Southeast Calgaiy MIA Ric 
Mclver branded himself a 
homespun conservative Wed¬ 
nesday as he jumped into the 
race for leader of the Alberta 
Progressive Conservative 
party. 

Flanked by “severely 
normal Albertans” — a nod 
to the late former premier 
Ralph Klein — on the front 
lawn of his suburban Calgaiy 


home, Mclver vowed to push 
past recent spending contro¬ 
versies plaguing the govern¬ 
ment. 

“Politics is not about en¬ 
riching oneself,” he said. 
“It’s not about taking fancy 
planes, it’s not about staying 
in ritzy hotels and it’s cer¬ 
tainly not about accepting 
one job because a bigger job 
isn’t available. 

“Politics is about getting 
things done for Albertans.” 

Mclver also referenced the 
fictitious couple Martha and 
Hemy in his grassroots pitch, 
which clearly amused Klein’s 
former chief of staff and long¬ 
time friend Rod Love. 

Love, however, was keen 
to note his former boss was 
the man who dispatched Al¬ 
berta’s $23-billion debt. 



“If we had more Ralph 
Kleins in this province, we 
wouldn’t be in the trouble 
that we’re in,” he said in an 
interview. 

Mclver was elected to his 
first term as MLA for Cal- 
gaiy-Hays in April 2012 after 
spending three terms on city 
council. He served as Alberta 
transportation and infra¬ 
structure minister before re¬ 
signing from the latter post 
this week. 

Nominations for the 
leadership race open May 15, 
with the first vote scheduled 
for September. 

Mclver joins Calgaiy-West 
MLA Ken Hughes as the only 
declared candidates, al¬ 
though it’s widely reported 
former Calgary MP Jim Pren¬ 
tice will also enter the fray. 


Straight and narrow 


Mclver distanced himself 
from “establishment think¬ 
ing” through three policies: 


• No senior member of 
his campaign team (or 
any company they own) 
would be awarded gov¬ 
ernment contracts. 


• “Out of control" pay and 
perks would be reeled 
in, such as the $ 316,000 
paid annually to Red- 
ford's chief-of-staff. 


• Provincial contract hold¬ 
ers and workers would 
be barred from lobbying 
the governing regime.

David Montenegro — who 
in 2012 legally changed his 
name to “human” — said he 
thought police officers who 


might pull him over and have 
to type “COPSLIE” into their 
computers would amount to 
“the perfect situational irony.” 


Hampshire Civil Liberties 
Union argued that the law is 
unconstitutionally vague and 
gives too much discretion to a 
person behind a Department 
of Motor Vehicles counter. 


New Hampshire had 
argued that state workers 
were right to deny the plate, 
because the phrase dispara¬ 
ges an entire class of people 
— police officers. The justices 


said that state law does not 
define the phrase “offensive 
to good taste.” 

“The restriction grants 
DMV officials the power to 
deny a proposed vanity regis¬ 
tration plate because it of¬ 
fends particular officials’ sub¬ 
jective idea of what is ‘good 
taste,”’ the court wrote. 

The decision states the law 
is unconstitutionally vague 
and violates free speech 
rights. 


“So if a person at DMV 
agrees with the sentiment, he 
gets the plate?” Chief Justice 
Linda Dalianis asked during 
spirited arguments in Nov¬ 
ember about whether a plate 
reading “COPS R GR8” would 
be approved. 

“What is good taste?” 
added Justice Carol Ann Con- 
boy, who wrote Wednesday’s 
ruling. “That seems to be the 
nub of the argument.”

Since the Big Bang. New simulation 
best map yet to evolution of universe 


Scientists have come up with 
the best computer model yet 
of the universe. 

This new virtual cosmos 
created by U.S., German and 
English researchers includes 
details never before achieved 
in a simulation. Called II- 
lustris, the numerical-based 
model covers the 13 billion- 
year evolution of the uni¬ 
verse beginning just 12 mil¬ 
lion years after the Big Bang, 
or creation. And it accurately 


depicts the distribution and 
composition of various types 
of galaxies. 

Illustris was developed 
by a team led by astrophysi¬ 
cist Mark Vogelsberger of 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. It’s described in 
Thursday’s issue of the jour¬ 
nal Nature. 

The Illustris creators say it 
represents “a significant step 
forward in modeling galaxy 
formation.” the associated press

Extremist Islamic group 
kills hundreds of people 


Canada pledges to help 
find kidnapped girls 



Islamic militants who have 
triggered international outrage 
over the kidnapping of more 
than 270 Nigerian schoolgirls 
opened fire on a busy market¬ 
place, killing hundreds in a 
new spasm of violence in the 
country’s northeast. 

The attack escalates Ni¬ 
geria’s growing crisis from a 
campaign of bombings, mas¬ 
sacres and abductions being 
waged by the Boko Haram ter¬ 
rorist network in its campaign 
to impose an Islamic state on 
Africa’s most populous nation. 

As many as 300 people were 
killed in the assault late Mon¬ 
day on the town of Gamboru 
Ngala on Nigeria’s border with 
Cameroon. The extremists 
opened fire on a marketplace 
bustling with shoppers, then 
rampaged through the town 
for 12 hours, setting houses 
ablaze and shooting those who 
tried to escape. 

The attack and hundreds of 
casualties were confirmed by 
Bomo state information com¬ 
missioner Mohammed Bulama.

a predominantly Christian 
south and Muslim north.

‘Repugnant act.’ 

Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird says that the 
Canadian government 
will supply Nigeria with 
surveillance equipment 


In the messy world of compet¬ 
ing international interests, For¬ 
eign Affairs Minister John Baird 
decided Wednesday that the 
fate of hundreds of abducted 
teenage girls in Nigeria would 
come before all else. 

Baird pledged Canada’s un¬ 
wavering support to help free 
the female students abducted 
by the Boko Haram rebel 
group, a tragedy that has now 
gripped the world. 

Canada will supply surveil¬ 
lance equipment to help Ni¬ 
geria find the girls, even though 
it has long-standing concerns 
about the country’s human 


rights record, the Harper gov¬ 
ernment said Wednesday. 

Baird added that loans of 
Canadian militaiy hardware to 
Nigeria would be accompanied 
by Canadian militaiy personnel 
to operate it. 

“We obviously would have 


concerns, with Nigeria, with 
their human rights record and 
many issues,” he said. 

Without mentioning it spe¬ 
cifically, Baird appeared to be 
referencing Nigeria’s relatively 
new law that further criminal¬ 
izes homosexuality. The Same 


Sex Marriage Prohibition Act 
criminalizes homosexual clubs 
and organizations, and carries a 
maximum 14-year prison term. 

On Wednesday, Baird made 
clear there was no way Can¬ 
ada would agree to Nigeria’s 
original request to turn over 
“millions” of dollars in militaiy 
hardware without strings at¬ 
tached. 

That said, Canada wants to 
do eveiything it can to help res¬ 
cue the hundreds of girls aged 
12 to 15 who were kidnapped 
by Islamic militants from a 
school in Nigeria three weeks 
ago, Baird said. 

“I think that is what has 
captivated the attention of 
Canadians and frankly people 
around the world that are just 
horrified at this repugnant act,” 
said Baird. 

Nigeria has been fighting 
Boko Haram for five years, dur¬ 
ing which time it has claimed 
the lives of thousands.

Judy Sgro. Their beliefs will 
be “respected to a certain ex¬ 
tent,” Trudeau said, “but our 
position as a party is we do 
not reopen that debate.” 

Until two years ago, Liber¬ 
als did not have a party pos¬ 
ition on abortion, considering 
it a matter of conscience. 

As a result, MPs opposed to 
abortion formed a vocal min¬ 
ority in the Liberal caucus. 
“As a party, we are steadfast 
in our belief... that it is not 
for any government to legis¬ 
late what a woman chooses 
to do with her body, and that 
is the bottom line there,” Tru¬ 
deau said.

Man’s best bud. B.C. tops 
list for marijuana-related 
insurance claims for pets 


It seems our furry friends are 
living the high life in B.C. — 
but not in a good way. 

B.C. ranks No. 1 in North 
America for the most pet in¬ 
surance claims relating to ma¬ 
rijuana toxicity, according to 
new data from pet insurance 
provider Trupanion. 

Over the past two years, 
Trupanion has paid $22,500 in 
insurance claims to pet owners 
in B.C., almost half of the total 
$54,000 paid across the U.S. and 
Canada, spokeswoman Britta 
Gidican told Metro. 

California and Washington 
ranked second and third on the 
list of 10 regions across North 
America, while Alberta and On¬ 
tario came in fourth and sixth, 


respectively. 

Dr. Kathy Kramer, a veterin¬ 
arian at the Vancouver Animal 
Wellness Hospital, said she 
wasn’t surprised to see B.C. top 
the list. 

“Marijuana here is just so 
prevalent,” she said. “You can 
get it legally, you can get it il¬ 
legally just about anywhere in 
the city.” 

Although medical mari¬ 
juana use for pets is a growing 
trend in Vancouver, Kramer 
said the high rates of pet in¬ 
surance claims relating to 
marijuana toxicity in B.C. are 
usually the result of animals 
accidentally consuming their 
owner’s marijuana.

Alleged rape victim faces 
court-ordered beating 


An Indonesian woman who 
was gang-raped may be caned 
publicly for violating Islamic 
law, an official said Wednesday. 

The 25-year-old widow said 
she was raped by eight men 
who allegedly found her with a 
married man in her house. The 
men reportedly beat the man, 
doused the two with sewage, 
and then turned them over to 
Islamic police. 

The head of Islamic Shariah 
law in the district, Ibrahim La- 
tief, said his office has recom¬ 
mended the widow and the 
married man be caned nine 
times for violating religious 


law, pending an investigation. 
Latief contended they violated 
Shariah law by being in the 
same room together. He said 
they also admitted they had sex 
earlier. 

Indonesia has a policy of 
secularism but allows Aceh, a 
predominantly Muslim prov¬ 
ince on the northern tip of Su¬ 
matra, to implement a version 
of Sharia Islamic law. 

Police have arrested three 
of the eight men and are hunt¬ 
ing for the others. The criminal 
charge of rape carries a max¬ 
imum penalty of 15 years.

Help slow to arrive to 
remote disaster zone

President pledges to 
help province rebuild 
following devastating 
mudslide 


Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai on Wednesday toured 
the site of last week’s horrif¬ 
ic landslide in the country’s 
remote northeast, pledging 
to provide relief to fam¬ 
ilies displaced by the disas¬ 
ter that killed hundreds of 
people. 

Karzai’s office said he met 
the victims in the village of 
Abi Barik in Badakhshan 
province, where around 700 
families were forced to flee 
their homes due to the pos¬ 
sibility of further landslides 
and flooding. 

During the visit, Karzai 
spoke with villagers being 


housed in tents and also 
promised to rebuild homes 
for the landslide’s survivors. 

Aid groups and the gov¬ 
ernment have rushed to the 
remote province bordering 
Tajikistan and China with 


food, shelter and water. But 
those affected have com¬ 
plained that help has been 
slow to arrive. 

Authorities have yet to 
provide an exact figure on 
the number of people killed 


in the May 2 landslide, and 
estimates have ranged from 
250 to 2,700. Officials say it 
will be impossible to dig up 
all the bodies buried deep 
under a sea of mud.

Philadelphia, Penn. 
Zoo animals benefit 
from change in scenery 


Visitors to the Philadelphia 
Zoo might want to beware of 
cats: A new enclosed passage¬ 
way allows lions and tigers to 
roam outside their exhibits. 

Yet humans can safely 
gawk at the predators travel¬ 
ling along Big Cat Crossing. 


The protected, open-air path 
snakes above the felines’ habi¬ 
tat to an archway over the 
zoo’s main promenade, ending 
at a viewing spot along a lake. 

The concept for the catwalk 
unveiled Wednesday stems 
from the increasingly com¬ 
mon practice of animal rota¬ 
tion, which lets animals take 
in new stimuli while visitors 
encounter them in unexpect¬ 
ed places. 

“It becomes much more of 
a safari-like experience,” said 


Philadelphia Zoo CEO Andrew 
Baker. 

The $2.3-million project, 
paid for with state and private 
funds, is the latest addition to 
the zoo’s comprehensive trav¬ 
el system. 

Animal rotation exhibits 
have become more popular 
among U.S. institutions as “the 
public challenges zoos to im¬ 
prove,” said Ed Hansen, CEO 
of the American Association of 
Zoo Keepers.

Court ousts Thailand’s PM

A court ousted Thailand’s 
prime minister on Wednesday 
for abuse of power, accomplish¬ 
ing what anti-government dem¬ 
onstrators have sought to do for 
the past six months and further 
widening the country’s sharp 
political divide. 

Supporters of deposed 
Prime Minister Yingluck Shi¬ 
nawatra called for a huge rally 
Saturday to protest the ruling 
by the Constitutional Court, 
which exercised powers laid 


out in a constitution written by 
a militaiy government after a 
coup in 2006. 

The leader of the anti-gov¬ 
ernment protesters, Suthep 
Thaugsuban, meanwhile, told 
his followers that they would 
stage a “final offensive” on Fri¬ 
day and would achieve their 
goal of fully ousting the govern¬ 
ment. 

The court found Yingluck 
guilty of abusing her power by 
transferring the National Se¬ 


curity Council chief in 2011 to 
another position. It ruled that 
the transfer was carried out to 
benefit her politically powerful 
family and, therefore, violated 
the constitution. 

The ruling also forced out 
nine Cabinet members but 
left nearly two dozen others in 
their posts, including Deputy 
Prime Minister Niwattumrong 
Boonsongpaisan, who was ap¬ 
pointed the new acting leader.

Putin pulls 
for delay in 


Ukraine crisis. Pro- 
Russia militants say 
they will carry out 
planned vote Sunday 


Russia has pulled back its 
troops from the Ukrainian 
border, Vladimir Putin told 
diplomats Wednesday as he 
urged insurgents in south¬ 
east Ukraine to postpone 
their planned referendum 
Sunday on autonomy. 

In a Moscow meeting 
with Swiss president Didier 
Burlchalter, Putin said the 
Russian troops have been 
pulled back to their train¬ 
ing grounds and locations 
for “regular exercises,” but 
didn’t specify whether those 
locations were in areas near 
Ukraine. 

Putin also called on 
Ukraine’s military to halt 
all operations against pro- 
Russia activists who have 
seized government buildings 
and police stations in at least 
a dozen towns in eastern 
Ukraine. 

Ukraine launched a gov¬ 
ernment offensive late last 
week to take back buildings 
and towns under control of 
the insurgents. 

At least 35 people, includ¬ 
ing many rebels, have died 
in that offensive, the govern¬ 


ment said. 

Many had feared that Sun¬ 
day’s vote on more auton¬ 
omy would be a flashpoint 
for further violence between 
the rebels and Ukrainian 
troops in the east. Russia an¬ 
nexed the Ukrainian Black 
Sea peninsula of Crimea in 
March after residents held 
a vote and overwhelmingly 
backed secession. 

“We believe that the most 
important thing is to create 
direct, full-fledged dialogue 
between the Kyiv authorities 
and representatives of south¬ 
east Ukraine,” Putin said. 

“Because of this, we 
ask that representatives of 
southeast Ukraine, support¬ 
ers of federalization in the 
countiy, postpone the May 
11 referendum in order to 
create the necessary condi¬ 
tions for such a dialogue.” 

Despite Putin’s com¬ 
ments, pro-Russia militants 
calling themselves the Don¬ 
etsk People’s Republic said 
they would still carry out the 
referendum on Sunday. 

Putin also described 
Ukraine’s May 25 presiden¬ 
tial election as a move “in 
the right direction,” and said 
his talk with Burlchalter, 
who is chairman-in-office for 
the Organization for Security 
and Co-operation in Europe, 
encouraged him that “our 
approaches (to Ukraine) co- 
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back, calls 
plebiscite

incide.” 

The Russian leader still 
repeated Russia’s long-held 
stance that constitutional 
reforms must precede any 
nationwide vote in Ukraine. 

In Berlin, a leading 
Ukrainian presidential can¬ 
didate said he was prepared 
to negotiate a decentraliza¬ 


tion of power as pro-Russia 
insurgents in the east have 
demanded. 

But Petro Poroshenlco, a 
billionaire chocolate mag¬ 
nate, added that some insur¬ 
gents in the eastern region 
understand only “the lan¬ 
guage of force.”

Treasuiy Undersecretaiy 
David Cohen, in Paris as 
part of the Obama admin¬ 
istration’s push to bolster 
European support for broader 
sanctions, acknowledged 
that the measures are also

Polls dose in 
South Africa 

Polling stations closed 
Wednesday evening in 
elections in South Africa 
that are expected to see 
the ruling African National 
Congress return to power 
despite a vigorous chal¬ 
lenge from opposition 
parties seeking to capital¬ 
ize on discontent with 
corruption and economic 


inequality. 

Officials will declare 
final results no earlier than 
Saturday, allowing time to 
address any objections to 
the process.

Violence flared in Indian- 
controlled Kashmir on Wed¬ 
nesday as millions of Indians 
voted on the penultimate 
day of national elections. 

An explosion in a polling 
booth injured a paramil- 
itaiy soldier, and three 
other troops were wounded 
overnight when suspected 
militants fired at them, 


according to Kishore Prasad, 
spokesman of the paramil- 
itaiy Central Reserve Police 
Force.

The previous two poll¬ 
ing days in the region were 
also marred by violence. 

Police said scores of 
protesters also clashed with 
patrolling soldiers, who 
used tear gas to disperse the 
crowd.

Blogger jailed 10 
years, lashed for 
‘insulting Islam’ 

A state-linked Saudi news¬ 
paper says a Saudi blogger 
has been sentenced to 10 
years in prison and 1,000 
lashes on charges related 
to accusations that he 
insulted Islam on a liberal 
online forum he created. 

The Jiddah Criminal 
Court also ordered Raif 
Badawi to pay a fine of 1 
million Saudi riyals, or 
about $266,000. 

Badawi was previously 
sentenced to seven years 
in prison and 600 lashes 
in relation to the charges, 
but the verdict was over¬ 
turned on appeal. Sabq 
Online Newspaper re¬ 
ported that Wednesday’s 
verdict was the result of 
that appeal. Badawi has 
been held since 2012, and 
his Free Saudi Liberals 
website is closed. Amnesty 
International described 
the verdict as “outra¬ 
geous,” saying Badawi did 
nothing more than create 
a forum for discussion.

Another human 
foot washes up 

A Port of Seattle spokes¬ 
man says a human foot 
in a white sneaker has 
been found on the shore 
at a park near Seattle’s 
Pier 68. 

The Seattle Times 
reports that port spokes¬ 
man Peter McGraw says 
volunteers cleaning the 
park found the shoe and 
foot Tuesday. 

Since 2007, there have 
been roughly a dozen 
cases in which a human 
foot encased in a tennis 
shoe has washed ashore 
in regional waters. A 
number of them were 
found in British Colum¬ 
bia. In a couple of cases, 
investigators determined 
the feet belonged to men 
who had been reported 
missing. Oceanographer 
Curtis Ebbesmeyer of 
Seattle says it’s common 
for decomposing bodies to 
come apart at the joints, 
including at the ankles. 

He says lightweight 
sneakers float sole up, 
protecting the remains.

Norway to ignore the 
Dalai Lama for China 


Oslo. Gov’t officials 
will not meet the 
Tibetan spiritual 
leader when he visits; 
they want to repair 
relations with China 


Norway’s decision to ignore 
the Dalai Lama’s visit to Oslo 
this week to avoid upsetting 
China has drawn criticism in 
a countiy that considers itself 
a beacon of human rights in 
the world. 

Unlike on his previous vis¬ 
its to Norway, no government 
officials will meet the exiled 
Tibetan spiritual leader dur¬ 
ing his three-day stay that 
started Wednesday. 

The Dalai Lama has been 
seeking greater autonomy for 
Tibet within China and urges 
nonviolence in the struggle 
against Beijing, a key reason 


he was awarded the 1989 
Nobel Peace Prize. Beijing 
views him as an anti-Chinese 
separatist and reacts angrily 
when Western leaders receive 
him. 

Norway’s Conservative- 
led government, which took 
power last year, has made it 
a priority to repair relations 
with China, frozen since 
jailed Chinese dissident Liu 
Xiaobo was awarded the 
Nobel Peace Prize in 2010. 

“For close to four years 
there has been no contact on 
a political level between Nor¬ 
way and China,” Norwegian 
Foreign Ministiy spokesman 
Frode Andersen said. 

“Based on a thorough de¬ 
liberation the government 
has decided that there will be 
no meeting between Norwe¬ 
gian authorities and the Dalai 
Lama during his upcoming 
visit to Norway,” said Ander¬ 
sen.

In 2013, Quebec’s government imposed a 
moratorium on fracking in the St. Lawrence 
Lowlands area, where there are 
known shale-gas deposits, until 
more evidence about its effects 
on the environment and health 
is available. The moratorium 
will last for five years or until 
new regulations on shale-gas 
exploration are in place. 
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Alberta 

Alberta has used fracking in its oil 
and gas operations since the 
1950s. Since then, about 174,000 
wells have been drilled, according 
to the Alberta government. 



Saskatchewan’s fracking industry is 
based on oil production, rather than nat¬ 
ural gas. Between December 2007 and 
June 2013, approximately 1,900 
horizontal oil wells were drilled 
in the province, according to the 
Saskatchewan government. 
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Nova Scotia 

In April 2012 , the Nova Scotia govern¬ 
ment put a moratorium on fracking 
until mid-2014, saying it needs more 
time to do a scientific 
review of the practice. 


Newfoundland and 
Labrador 


As of November 2013, the Newfoundland and 
Labrador government put a moratorium on frack¬ 
ing until it has reviewed the potential health and 
safety risks and impact on the environment of the 
industry. The region’s shale-oil deposits have been 
described as a potentially huge resource. 
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Manitoba 

Manitoba does not have a shale-gas frack¬ 
ing industry, although geologists believe 
there are significant shale-gas deposits in 
the province’s southwestern region. 
Geological surveys on those deposits 
are underway to determine their 
potential as a future resource. 
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Ontario 

Ontario does not have an active shale-gas frack¬ 
ing industry. In 2009, the Ontario Geological 
Survey, a branch of the province’s 
Ministry of Northern Develop¬ 
ment and Mines, began an 
exploratory shale-gas drilling 
program in Southern Ontario 
to assess the region’s shale- 
gas deposits potential.

Concerns and safety 

After nearly a decade on the 
inside of what was once B.C.’s 
largest natural gas company, 
Robert Falls is well aware of 
some people’s wariness of the 
oil and gas industry. 

“It’s veiy much in our na¬ 
ture to characterize them as ar¬ 
rogant or uncaring or evil,” he 
said. “If you’re Joe Public and 
you’re looking at that industry, 


it’s huge, it’s powerful, it’s... 
intimidating.” 

But, in his experience, that 
assessment is simply not fair. 
Energy companies are con¬ 
cerned about the environment, 
and the health and safety of 
people living near oil and gas 
operation sites, he said. It’s in 
their best interests to make it 
a priority or they wouldn’t be 
able to keep operating, he said. 

But, Falls said, despite the 
industry’s best efforts to reduce 
the risk of disaster, things can 


and do go wrong. He believes 
energy companies need to 
do a better job of mitigating 
that risk and listening to the 
public’s concerns. 

A Green Light for Safety 

During his tenure in the 
1990s as manager of the 
environment division of West- 
coast Energy, now operating as 
Spectra, Falls said his team had 
the green light to do “whatever 
had to be done” to safeguard 
the health and safety of people 


in the communities in which 
they operated. 

“I don’t think people realize 
how much time, effort and 
money is spent on managing 
environmental, health and 
safety issues,” he said. 

That sentiment is echoed by 
industry leaders, who claim the 
health and safety of residents 
living near fracking sites is a 
top concern. 

Andy Calitz, chief execu¬ 
tive officer for LNG Canada, 
the entity behind a proposed

liquefied natural gas project in 
the northwestern B.C. town of 
Kitimat, said energy companies

“Are there concerns? Yes, 
we are at all times very sensi¬ 
tive to our environmental 
impact,” he said. “It is high on 
our agenda.” 

Geoff Morrison, manager 
of B.C. operations for the Can¬ 
adian Association of Petroleum 
Producers, said the organiza¬ 
tion is trying to do a better job 
of assuring the public about 
the industry’s practices.

The best time to track is in the 
dead of winter. 

Temperatures drop to -45 
C, but to drill to gas trapped in 
shale in Northeastern British 
Columbia’s Montney Play, rigs 
must be set up when the re¬ 
gion’s swampy muskeg is frozen 
so they don’t sink. 

Some city dwellers have per¬ 
ceptions that natural gas is a fast 
way to riches. Who can blame 
them? With the government 
promising billions in royalties 
from extracting gas and ship¬ 
ping it to yet-to-be-built lique¬ 
fied natural gas (LNG) plants on 
the coast and then to Asia. 

But that simply isn’t the case. 

“It’s not a quick buck,” ex¬ 
plains Stacy Smith, program 
chair of trades at the Northern 
Lights College, during a tour of 
the simulated wellsite at the 
Fort St. John campus. Smith 
is the dean of a program that 
trains field operators and power 
engineers to drill, operate and 
monitor wells. Safety is his top 
goal. 

“A huge amount of time and 
skill goes into making sure the 
gas is safe to move and use for 
everybody — it is not a simple 
process.” 

Yet it’s the process that 
will power B.C.’s push for LNG 
plants. For eveiy billion spent on 
the LNG facilities, $3.86 billion 
will be spent upstream, accord¬ 
ing to Fort St. John, B.C., mayor 
Lori Ackerman. 

Not much is known about 
the long-term effects of frack¬ 
ing, a technology that dates 
back to the 1950s but exploded 
in use since 2000. But concerns 
are mounting about chemicals 


seeping into groundwater, 
methane escaping into the air, 
seismic activity and flaring of 
sour gas. 

What they learn 

Natural gas is one of the 
cleanest burning fossil fuels, but 
it’s tough to get to, Smith says 
as he walks through the facil¬ 
ity where, annually, 48 students 
train. 

It requires a massive amount 
of energy. Once a well is drilled 
deep enough and sealed with 
concrete to prevent ground 
water contamination, water, 
sand and chemicals are pumped 
down to horizontally fracture 


the land and release the shale 
gas. 

The gas bubbles up to a well¬ 
head with pressure monitors 
and an emergency shut down 
valve. It can be “pretty nasty” 
when it comes out of the ground 
— if it contains hydrogen sul¬ 
phide, it can kill. It can’t be 
cleaned up. Instead, it’s burned 
off in a process known as flaring. 

Students learn to remove 
the hydrogen sulphide and to 
dehumidify the gas. After these 
processes, the product is mostly 
methane and ready to sell. 

Why we frack 

“It’s the nature of the beast, 



industrial process people aren’t 
familiar (with) or is new to 
them,” he said. 

“Things Do Go Awry” 

Still, Falls said the industry 
is not perfect. During his seven 
years at Westcoast Energy, Falls 
recalls one pipeline rupture 
— a sour gas leak near Fort 
Nelson, B.C. Fortunately, it was 
“veiy small,” he said, and was 
quickly brought under control. 

But the incident still under¬ 
scores the risks associated with 


the industry, he said. “It doesn’t 
matter how many studies have 
been done or how thoroughly 
they have been undertaken,” 
he said. “Things do go awry.” 

“It’s Not Going to Go Away” 

Falls encouraged residents 
of communities where fracking 
is taking place to “ask the hard 
questions” to companies about 
emergency preparedness plans. 
But the industry also needs to 
do a better job at listening to 
community concerns, he said. 


That’s more important 
than ever, he said, as demand 
for fossil energy continues to 
rise. Even if there were to be 
strong public pushback against 
gas development in B.C., “that 
wouldn’t change what the 
world is going to do,” he said. 

“If we don’t supply it, some¬ 
body else is going to supply. 

We have to get better and we 
have to continuously improve 
because it’s not going away.”

it’s the only way to access the 
shale gas,” Smith says. 

Some regions, including 
Quebec, have banned fracking. 

“They don’t want to take the 
chance, I think, to have the con¬ 
tamination potentially happen,” 
he said. 

But it’s riskier in places with 
shallow shale formations, also 
known as plays. B.C.’s plays 
are deep — between 1,700 and 
4,000 metres below the surface 
— compared to Quebec’s (500 to 
3,300 metres deep), according to 
the National Energy Board. 

There are strict regulations 
around sealing wells to ensure 
chemicals don’t leak into the 
ground water. 

“The people that are up here, 
they’re just like me and you. 
They’re family people, they have 
kids, they don’t want to see their 
water contaminated.” 


What can go wrong 

“It’s like anything that can go 
wrong,” Smith said, especially 
operations involving massive 
machineiy with moving parts. 

Sometimes it’s circum¬ 
stances, sometimes there’s a 
flaw that’s missed, sometimes 
it’s human error. 

Technology improves safety, 
he says, pointing to emergency 
shut down valves that close 
automatically or electric mon¬ 
itors that alert a production fa¬ 
cility immediately if something 
is wrong. 

“As much as it kind of runs 
smoothly, there’s always glitch¬ 
es that happen all the time, so 
somebody has to be there to fix 
them,” he said. “Things break.” 

On opportunities 


There’s a two-year waitlist 
to get into the program, where 
graduates can expect starting 
salaries of $65,000 a year plus a 
healthy dose of overtime. 

Even though job prospects 
are good, a lot hinges on the 
expected demand from the LNG 
plants. 

“Eveiybody’s sort of in this 
holding pattern, you know, kind 
of waiting,” he said.

Anglophone Canadians are 
now spending almost a third 
of their time online watching 
video, according to a report by 
the Media Technology Monitor. 

In a survey with 4,009 
English-speaking Canadians 
conducted between Oct. 7 and 
Dec. 1 of last year about 75 per 
cent of the respondents said 
they watched some online 
video monthly. 

Two-thirds of them said 
they regularly watched vid¬ 
eos on YouTube, 42 per cent 
streamed TV content, 34 per 
cent sat down for full movies, 
29 per cent used Netflix, and 
26 per cent said they watched 
news and sports videos. 

While mobile streaming is 
growing, most were still using

About 83 per cent of those 
polled said they use a laptop 
or desktop computer to ac¬ 
cess online video, while about 
one in three sometimes use a 
smartphone and one in four 
stream with a tablet or Inter¬ 
net-connected TV.

Center nearTel Aviv. 

Zoologists first noticed 
Mango had a problem when 
he started to show signs of 
para lysis in his hind legs, said 
Dr. Merav Shamir, who led the 
surgery on the furry patient.

Earlier this week, May the 
fourth had the force with 
many of us. But for Mark Hen¬ 
derson, artistic director of the 
Thousand Faces Festival, the 
force has been with him since 
he was about 10 years old. 

“There I was, sitting in the 
front row of this film I heard 
was sci-fi and didn’t suck.

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Remembering a Canadian storyteller 


Farley Mowat. 

Author was outspoken 
about many social, 
environmental issues 


Canadian author Farley 
Mowat, a master storyteller 
and tireless defender of na¬ 
ture and wildlife, has died 
at age 92, his assistant con¬ 
firmed Wednesday. 

From the time he was 13, 
Mowat was fiercely dedicated 
to writing about the natural 
world. As a young teen he 
started a magazine called Na¬ 
ture Lore and had a column in 
the Saskatoon Star Phoenix. 

He went on to write some 
40 books, many based on his 
own adventures and travels. 
He said he was lucky to be 
able to combine his two pas¬ 
sions, writing and nature, call¬ 
ing it “the only subject I really 
want to write about.” 

Throughout his life, Mowat 
was adamant that humans 
learn to live in harmony with 
the natural world. 

“It’s a matter of survival,” 
he told The Canadian Press in 
a 2006 interview. “Either we 
learn to do this, or we cease to 
exist. We have no God-given 
right to survive forever. We 
have screwed up so badly in so 
many ways so obviously that 
only utterly stupid species 
would consider that we have 
much of a future, as things 
stand. 

“Only by recognizing how 
far off track we’ve gone are we 
likely to be able to recover our 
footing and cany on.” 

One of his most famous 
books, Never Ciy Wolf, is 
said to have changed the 
way people saw wolves; after 
the Russian version was pub¬ 
lished, the government there 
even banned the killing of 
one of Mowat’s favourite crea¬ 
tures. 

But the book, based on 
Mowat’s own experiences 
studying wolves in the North, 
was not without controversy. 

The May 1996 issue of now- 
defunct Saturday Night maga¬ 
zine featured an article by 
John Goddard titled, “A Real 
Whopper,” accusing Mowat of

saying Goddard “consistently 
misses the truth behind these 
‘facts.’” 

Mowat was bom in Belle¬ 
ville, Ont., in 1921. The son 
of a librarian, he grew up in 
Windsor, Ont., and Saskatoon. 
He studied at the University of 
Toronto. His novels and other 
non-fiction works have been 
translated into more than 20 
languages. 

A remarkable stoiyteller, 
Mowat said the pleasure he 
got from writing was para¬ 
mount. 

“My motives have been 
selfish in a peculiar way,” he 
said, “not to attempt to gain 
recognition, fame, to become 
an icon, to become a Conrad 
Black or somebody like that, 
but simply to satisfy my own 
appetite for good stories.” 

Never one to shy away 
from controversy, Mowat was 
outspoken about many en¬ 
vironmental and social issues. 

He called Canada’s treat¬ 
ment of aboriginals “abomin¬ 
able,” said the seal hunt was 
“perhaps the most atrocious 
single trespass by human be¬ 
ings against the living world 
that’s taking place today,” and 
said hunts in general were 
“symbolic of the massive de¬ 
struction that we’ve visited 
upon life.” 

Although Mowat felt the 
stmggle to preserve nature 
and wildlife was an ongoing 
one, he said: “I could honestly 
say I’ve fought the good fight.” 

He was awarded the Queen 
Elizabeth II Jubilee Medal in 
1956, the Governor General’s 
Award for Lost in the Barrens 
in 1956, the Leacock Medal 
for Humour for The Boat Who 
Wouldn’t Float in 1970, the 
Order of Canada in 1981 and a 
Lifetime Achievement Award 
from the International Fund 
for Animal Welfare in 2003. 

Reaction to the death was 
immediate. In Ottawa, Liberal 
Leader Justin Trudeau said the 
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author was “a family friend” 
from childhood. 

“He came up to Harrington 
Lake a few times .... got along 
great with my father,” said 
Trudeau. “He gave us a Lab¬ 
rador retriever who we called 
Farley who had a penchant for 
running after porcupines as I 
remember.” 

He added: “Mr. Mowat ob¬ 
viously was a passionate Can¬ 
adian who shaped a lot of my 
generation growing up with 
his books and he will be sorely 
missed.” the Canadian press

Were you reluctant to play 
the villain? 

No! Not at all. And electri¬ 
city — you can’t really kill 
electricity.

vours of the Middle East. 

1. Preheat the oven to 180 C 
(350 F) 

2 . Heat the olive oil and but¬ 
ter in a heavy-based pan and 
stir in the onions. When they 
begin to soften, add the garlic 
and fiy until the onions turn 
golden brown. 

3 . Add the chicken and cook 
for 2-3 minutes, before stir¬ 
ring in most of the sumac, car¬ 
damom and baharat mix. 

4 . Add the lemon juice and 
cook gently until the chicken 
is tender but still juicy. Toss 
in most of the pine nuts and 
parsley and season to taste 
with salt and pepper. 


5 . Place the pita halves on the 
prepared baking sheet. Pop 
them in the preheated oven 
for about 10 minutes to toast 
them. Fill the toasted pouches 
with the chicken mixture, top 
each one with a dollop of yo¬ 
gurt and scatter the reserved 
sumac, pine nuts and parsley 
over the top. Serve immedi¬ 
ately.

Flowers are a Mother’s Day 
staple for a reason: They’re 
beautiful.

Mumey’s company, the Bou¬ 
quet House, specializes in “al¬ 
ternative bouquets” made out 
of fabric and jewelery. Crepe 
paper and silk can be trans¬ 
formed into tulips, roses, peon¬ 
ies and adorned with brooches, 
feathers, fabric, seashells, but¬ 
tons and Swarovski crystals.

Mumey, a wedding planner 
by trade, said people tend to 
spend a lot of money on flowers 
that die, unlike her bouquets.

There’s no limit to person¬ 
alization either.
